CHAPTER 99. 

BRE:\:lER AND BUTLER. 

AX ACT to locate the county seats of tIll' counties of Bremer and Butler. 

lie it cHacted by 1/1(, Olllc/'al Asscmbly of the stafe of 101t'a: 

SEC'l'JON 1. Commissioners-Bremer county. 'fhat James Wood, of Black 
Hawk county, and Thomas Clark, of Butler county, and O. H. P. Roszell, 
of Buchanan county, be and they are hereby appointed commissioners to 
locate and establish the county seat of Bremer county. . 

SEC. 2. Commissioners-Butler county. That John T. Barricks and Wil­
liam Payne, of Bremer county, and D. C. Overman, of Black Hawk county, 
be and they are hereby appoiuted commissioners to locate and establish the 
coullty seat of Butler county. 

l:;1':c. 3. Time and place of meeting-4oath-recorded. That said commis­
sioners, or any two of theJll, shall llleet in some place in the county for 
which they are l'('spediV(>ly appoillted, on the first :\Ionday of ~Iay next, 
or within two months tlu.>reafter, and after taking the following oath, shall 
proceed to locute ulld establish the spat of juslic·(· of the rl'spcctive COlUl­

ties: "We. A Band C, do sol(,lllnly SWl'lIr, or affirm. that we have no 
personal interest in the location of l15(j I the seat of justice for ---­
county, and that we will faithfully and impartially locate the same ac­
cording to the best interest of said .count~·, taking into consideration the 
future as well as thc present population of said county;" which oaths shall 
he filed in the office of the county judge of Btwhanan county, and by him 
recorded. 

SEC. 4. Certificate--filed. .As soon as said commissioners rcspeetiyely 
come to a determination, they shall make out a certificah', containing a 
particular description of the places so selected. and llame the samp, which 
shall be signed by said commis<iioners and filed in the office of the county 
judge of Buchanan county, and there recoro('o, lind the places thus designated 
shall be the respectiYe seats of justice of said counties rt'sp(·,·tin·ly. 

SEC. 5. Oompensation. That said commissioners shall each reeeive two 
dollars' per day while necessarily emplo;yed in the discharge of their duties, 
and two dollars for e"ery twenty miles tra"el in going and returning, to be 
pa.id out of the county treasury of each county respectively. 

SEC. 6. Take effect. This act to be in force from and after its pUblica­
tion.

CHAPTER 100. 

rNIVERSITY. 

AN ACT to increase the powers of the trustees of the branch of the state univerSity, 
at Fairfield. 

Be it e1lflcted b-y the GeneraZ AssembZy of the State of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. Trustees may sell-mortgage, That the trustees of the branch 
of the State University, established at Fairfield, are hereby authorized and 
empowered to transfer or mortgage the whole, or any portion, of the grounds 
and buildings belonging to the institution, to such person, persons, or body 
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
